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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 
To the Citizens of the Dublin School District: 


We herewith submit the one hundred and first annual re- 
port of our schools. 

Schools opened the Wednesday following Labor Day with an 
entire change in our teaching staff and an unusually large en- 
rollment of pupils. In fact, at No. 3 there were more than could 
be seated. | 

As it has been almost impossible the past few years to find 
boarding places for the teachers of No. 2 and No. 3 districts, 
it was finally decided that we place the teachers in the village 
and transport them to school daily. This seemed an especially 
feasible plan, as we wished to try out sending seventh and 
eighth grade pupils from No. 2 and No. 3 to No. 1. For some 
time it has seemed advisable to do something of the kind, as 
all the grades are represented in these schools and it is out of 
the question to expect these teachers to do full justice to their 
pupils under such circumstances. The children of seventh and 
eighth grades of No. 3 did not care to take advantage of the 
offer, but, owing to the lack of seating capacity, we allowed 
one member of the fifth grade to attend No. 1 during the fall 
term. At No. 2 only the two members of the seventh grade 
desired to go to No. 1. Therefore, we have been carrying these 
three children to and from school in the same conveyance that 
the teachers use. 

We have not as yet had the annual medical inspection, as 
we felt it might we well to have it shortly before the summer 
vacation which is the best time for remedying any defects 
found. We hope that the results of the inspection will then 
be fresh in the minds of the parents and that more attention 
will be given to the matter.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board of Dublin: 


Herewith is submitted for your consideration my. fourth 
annual report on the condition and progress of your schools. 


‘TEACHERS 


At the beginning of the fall term of school there was a com- 
plete change of teachers in all the schools. While it is un- 
fortunate that a complete turnover in the teaching force seems 
to be necessary so often, I feel we have been fortunate this year 
In securing such an efficient teaching force. They all have 
entered upon their duties with commendable zeal and en- 
thusiasm and the results of their work are shown in the progress 
of the pupils under their charge. 


THE WorK IN GENERAL 


Mention has been made in previous reports of the aims we 
have in mind in the different school subjects; namely, to give 
a thorough grounding in all the fundamental subjects of the 
elementary school, while, at the same time, attempting to 
bring out and develop those other qualities in the child that 
are so essential in the type of citizenship which we all desire 
to see, and which are so necessary. 

The oral drill in arithmetic, the practical work in language 
and the emphasis on spelling is still being continued, and the 
results of this work are, on the whole, excellent. To those 
other subjects, also, which are so necessary to the all round 
development of the child we are giving adequate attention. 
Music and drawing are being taught by competent teachers from 
the Normal School at Keene, and the effectiveness of the work 
this year has, I believe, been increased. Of course, during the 
winter months, it is more difficult to carry on the work owing 
to the difficulty of transportation, but very few days have 
been missed by the teachers this year. 

At the beginning of school in September an effort was made 
by the School Board to have all pupils in the seventh and eighth 
grades attend at the Village school, believing that pupils of 
these grades would have more and better opportunities there 
than they could get by attending the schools in their district. 
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Two availed themselves of this opportunity, but, for various 
reasons, the parents of the others did not wish to adopt this 
plan. That the adoption of such a plan would be best for all 
concerned is, I think, quiteapparent. It is extremely difficult for 
a teacher to teach all grades during the day and do equal jus- 
tice to all. Either the work of the lower grades will be em- 
phasized at the expense of the upper grades, or the reverse 
will be true. No teacher can teach all grades equally well. 
Then, too, the problem of discipline and administration is 
made more difficult when all grades are under the care of one 
teacher. By sending the seventh and eighth grades to the 
village these two difficulties would be greatly minimized, and 
a two-fold advantage would be accomplished. The upper 
grade pupils would be in contact with others of their own age 
and advancement, and the enthusiasm and inspiration due to 
competing with others would be of great benefit, and they 
would also be more apt to be under a type of teaching better 
suited to their age. By taking out the seventh and eighth 
grades from the two one-room schools the work of the other 
grades left would be greatly improved. The teacher then would 
be free to devote all of her time to these grades and the re- 
sults could not help but be better. This is a plan that might 
well be tried out, and I am confident that the results in the 
progress of all pupils would prove the wisdom of it. 


HEALTH WorkK 


The examination of the school children by Dr. Gustafson 
a year ago this fall showed the following.

A special letter was sent to the majority of the parents of the 
children found defective, calling their attention to the special 
defects and urging that attention be given to it. It cannot 
be emphasized too strongly that the defects found in the chil- 
dren be attended to. This is the only practical aim in medical 
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inspection and if it is not attained the children are sure to 
suffer in their physical being as well asin their school work. 

Of the large number of defective teeth found probably a 
good proportion were attended to during the dental clinic 
held some time ago. While I have no data at hand as to the 
number who received attention I understand the clinic was 
very successful. The examination of children this year will 
be held some time during the spring. May we ask for the co- 
operation of all parents tn this matter? 


ATTENDANCE 


The statistical table appended gives the record of attendance 
and punctuality for last year. The per cent of attendance was 
90.3. This was not so good as the year previous when the per 
cent was 92.1. The number of tardinesses for the year was 
261 as compared with 275 for the previous year. This shows 
a slight improvement in this respect. 


As is nearly always the case the great majority of children 
attend school regularly and without tardy marks. An exami- 
nation of the registers will show that the record is brought 
down by three or four chronic offenders, whose parents either 
do not care whether their children attend regularly or not, or, 
if they do think of the matter at all, consider it of minor im- 
portance. . 


GENERAL 


A class of stx was graduated from the eighth grade last June. 
The majority of these are attending High School this year. 
For the first time graduating exercises from all the schools 
were held in the town hall, thus bringing all the schools to- 
gether. It is planned to continue this custom. 


A very enjoyable event took place this February at the num- 
ber three school in the form of a winter carnival at which all 
the schools in town were invited to participate. Various win- 
ter sports were carried out in a very creditable manner and 
prizes awarded to the winners of the events scheduled. Re- 
freshments were served to the visitors at the school house 
after the sports. The interest taken in this event by the towns- 
people was very gratifying, and it is hoped that the occasion 
will be continued in the future. It not only furnishes an occa- 
sion for enjoyable out-door sport, but it also brings the schools 
together for a common purpose and helps to develop a com- 
munity spirit which is most commendable. 
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Minor repairs on the school buildings have been well taken 
care of this year, and they are all in good condition. All things 
corisidered the schools are in a healthy condition, and excellent 
work is being done in them. 

To all who have helped to bring this condition about, and 
to the teachers who, by their faithfulness and enthusiasm 
have rendered such excellent service, may I express my appre- 
ciation.
